K. Mldklff rend tbo call and Captain 
Lytlu dominated Hon. I. B. Mills as torn 
porary chairman. Mr. Hills wai elected 
and took tho obalr. Mr. Mills said: 
"Qantlomon, I thank yon very much for 
the honor. It Is needless for me to state 
to TOD the Importance of your coming to 
gether today. It baa been two years sincu 
you met as Kopnbllcans of Maoon county. 
I will not take tho time to make a speech 
but wo will proofed to buslnuns."

SPEECH BY W. F. OALUOUS. 


After w nit Ing for a while W. W. Foster 


suggested that ponding tho report of the 
committed Dr. W. F. Culhoun make a 
«peuoh. Dr. Calhonn 
urged that tho 


ohai'man speak Instead, bat a vote was 
taken and Mr. Calhonn made a few re- 
marks. 
Ha referred to tbe fact that Ore- 


gon had elected tho Republican ticket 
with a majority of 10,000, while In 18'JB 
tho majority was only a few hundred. 
This was marvelous In view of tbe fact 
that generally in off years tho people vot- 
od against the party In administration, 
lint In this onto they had Increased the 
majority.

in tho South Main slicot pavement was 
started s.hia murnlng. Tho work la being 
dono under tho direction of tho Pana Tar 
Manufacturing Company, tbe firm uianu 
faoturlng the filler. It la tho first time 
anything of tho bind baa beau nsod In 
Duoatur and for that reason tbo exports 
will have charge of the work so that tho 
filler will bo given a fair chance. One 
man representing tho firm was hero this 
morning and carried on the work and 
this afternoon one of the regular foremen 
arrived to superintend tbe work. 


About 35 loot ot tho pavement was fin- 


ished this morning ami thon tbe work 
was pat off until alternoon, 1'he rain 
had not entirely dried up and the brick 
were a little teo cold, chilling tbe (Illei 
and causing H to net before it could bo 
thoroughly distributed. The work was, 
therefore, put off until afternoon BO that 
the sun would warm\ tho bricks a little 
and evaporate all tho water. 


The filler comes In big barrels. It Is 


put in tho big movable kettle and melt- 
ed. In the liquid state the filler la carried 
In buckets and poured on the pavement 
and Is then distributed over tbe pavement 
with rubber brushes. The filler runs 
dawn 
between 
tho "bricks and also 


uiakoa a thin 
ooatlng avor the top. 


Qravel la spread over the top and the 
street has very much tho appearance of a 
tar roof. If there are no more rains to 
sot back the work the street will probably 
bo finished In four or five daya. There 
wore quite a number of persons Inspect- 
ing the struct this morning. 


Just what tbe filler Is made if Is, of 


course, tbo secret ot tho manufacturer, 
but tboco who are familiar with such 
things eay that It contains asphalt, a 
small amount ot tar, oils and other in- 
gredients. The gravel thnt is spread over 
the top sticks tight to the tiller and tlio 
contractors who looked at the street suy 
that it ought certainly to make a very 
durable pavement. It is claimed for the 
filler that the noleo of vehicles Is greatly 
deadened and thai it la n pleasant pave- 
ment to drive over. Besides the experts 
who are sent hero by tho company a num- 
ber of looal men are employed to assist In 
the work.
